The telegrams, one of them was 
addressed to Mrs. Northcott, herself 
in flight, were shown to Cyrus North- 
cott at the jail and threw the 67 year 
old prisoner into great agitation. 

‘Text of Telegram. 

The telegram, sent from Jasper, 
Alberta, yeterday, signed “‘Mrs. W. 
C. Hudson,” read: 

“See Sanford Sunday. ‘Winny on 
way to Vancouver to meet;him. Tell! 
him he knows nothing, n omatter what 
any one says to the con . Winny 
doing her best for us. ire how 
everything is. Keep job. Nothing 
here. Will wire developments.” 

The second telegram from Canada, 
which also arrived today, was ad- 
dressed to Northcott. Northcott asked 
if he had to tell officers what it 
meant, and when told that he had a 
legal right to refuse he declined’ to 
comment. 

The telegram, which was signed 

“Frank Lyons, Barrister,” was from 
Canada also and read as follows: 

“J. has sworn statements regarding 
moral life of boys. If S&S does not 
now deny them if questioned, regard- 
less of what he said before, he may 
be there for years. Impress on him 
silence his salvation. W. is coming. 
V. with M. She is helping us. Send 
wires all news.”’.

METHODIST CHURCHES 
DENOUNCE AL’S PLAN 


‘Peoria, ML, Sept. 16,—[Special.}— 
A slap at the Democratic nominee 
for President was today taken by the 


‘{Tifincis c..nference of Methodists, al- 


though specific mention of his name 
was not made, this conference, in- 


{corporating the four central Illinois 
districts and seven Illinois districts 


merged last year, agreed upon the fol- 
lowing resolution as coming ffom 745 
Methodist Episcopal churches in this 
state; 

“ Resolved, That we. 
endorse and approve both the eight-

“ Condemn every effort to put either 
state or national government into the 
liquor business as a doomed failure, 
and.as opening the door to avenues of 
corruption not hitherto dreamed. 

“We call on all good citizens to vote

“Knowing Mr. Hoover as both able

Dr. Benzold, who had a similar experi- 
ence, found that three-quarters of his 
fatients were accustomed to drop oi] or 


glycerin into the ear canal. He regards | 
this as a harmful process. - 


Dr. rdon advises bathers to clean 
out the ‘external ear canal and,to dry 
it well when they are cleaning up after 
swimming. In my experience, -the small 
rubber plugs are very effective in keep- 
ing water out of the ear canals. Absorb- 
ent cotton, greased before being in- 
serted, is also effective. After inserting 
the plug of greased cotton grease the 
ear and the outside of the plug. 

This practice is directly contrary to 
the principle of the advice given by Dr 
Benzold. Perhaps it does good rather 
than harm in the cases in mind becaus*® 
after the cotton plugs are removed the 
ear canals are washed.and dried with a 
edge of a clean towel. +

BERLIN, Sept. 15.—The war activ-, 
ities of the dashing Hussar general, 
August von Mackensen, were at first 
closely connected with those of’ Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg. It was 
Mackensen who commanded the Ger- 
man wing which swung around the 
Russians massed in East Prussia, and 
Secided the German victory of Tan- 
nenberg over the Russian forces, 
which far outnumbered his own men. 
After this battle, Von Mackensen was 
given the ninth army, which fought 
in Lodz, Lewicz, and hemmed the 
Russian steamroller. His victory at 
Lodz, in December, 1914, definitely 
blocked the Russian advance. 

In the spring of 1915 he took charge 
of the eleventh army, and was taken 
away from Hindenburg’s command. 
He was decorated with the highest 
German decoration, “ Pour le Merite,” 
and Hindenburg sent him a telegram 
thanking him for his “proud deeds 
of arms. May you, for the sake of 

the fatherland, be fully successful in

“Beside fighting, we Germans had

radio facilities among the five radio 
zones. 

Of major importance to the radio 
fan is Dr. Dellinger’s assurance that 
the reallocation will eliminate at 

Jeast $0 per cent of the he‘eredyne in- 
terference, and that for the first time 
listeners anywhere and everywhere in 


the United States will be able to tame | 


in stations all over their dials. Pr 
grams will be available on either high 
frequencies or low frequencies. 
Provides Permanent Plan. | 
In addition the new plan provides a 
definite, invariable basis of station 
assignments for each zone and locality 
and recognizes the essentially differ- 
ent requirements of local, regional 
and distant service. Whenever and 
wherever future experience shows the 
necessity for changes to eliminate un- 
expected interference, the plan can be 
modified through the reduction of 
‘power or the elimination of particular 
stations—and without disturbing the 
entire setup. 
“Proper provision for the differing 
requirements of the listeners in large 
areag—cities and intermediate areas— 
made the preparation of this alloca- 
tion @ difficult task,” Dr. Dellinger de- 
clared. “The only reasonable solu- 
tion was that which the commission 
has adopted—the setting aside of 
forty channels of the 90 available for 
distant or rural service, each with 
only one station assignment, and the 
use of the remaining channels for 
service at more moderate distances 
with several station assignments on 
each channel, all with limited power 
and located systematically at proper 
distances apart to minimize interfer- 
ence.” 
Summary of Assignment’. 
Under the reallocation each of the 
five muses receives exactly one-fi 
of the tation assignments.

crops. Should they feed, store, or sell 
the crops for cash? No one can an- 
gwer the question to the satisfac 
tion of the individual producer of 
live stock and grain crops. At least, 
no one can give a blanket answer 
that will satisfy all, because each 
farmer has his own troubles. 

The farmer with pienty of home 
grown cattle, hogs or other kinds of 
live stock which will take his grain 
crops to market for him is fortunate. 
Cattle and hogs are selling at a good 
price and will probably stay up to a 
fairly profitable level for some time, 


With an abundance of feed on hand, 


“farmers have an excellent opportunity 
“te turn out highly finished animals. 


There is a lot to encouragetthem to 
feed liberally a well balanced ration 
to beef and dairy cattle, hogs, chick- 
ens, ducks, turkeys and any other 
beasts or birds of the barnyard. The 
price outlook at the present time is 
favorable for the man who is fatten- 


- {Mg live stock and poultry for the 


market. Just when that situation 
will change depends to a great ex- 
tent upon how much the farmer in- 
creases the production of live stock 
which may throw supply and demand 
out of. balance. 
‘The are more than 400,000,000 more | 
bushels of corn, oats and barl¢y—three 
big live stock grains-—than the five 
year average from 1922 to 1926, In 
addition, there are nearly 100,000,000 
bushels of wheat above the five year 
average for the same period, and 
Wheat can be used to a limited extent 
in various ways as a feed for live 
stock and poultry. Corn is the great 
live stock feed and the crop this year 
ie expected to be more than 150,000,000

Students in marketing eetimate that 
in 1928 there will be from three to four 
million more hogs slaughtered than in 
1927, and if farmers do not increase 
their spring pig crop the hogs slaugh- 
tered in 1929 will be about the same 
as in 1927, when they sold mostly from 
$9.50 to $11.50 a hundred. 


If farmers throughout the United 
States do as they have done in the past 
they will probaby greatly increase the 
size of their pig crop next spring to eat 
the surplus corn. This would: be a 
mistake, for an oversupply would 
cause a slump in price, according to 
economists. It is pointed out that 
since 1922 there has not been any 
marked change in commodity price 
levels and the price drop that brought 
hogs down to less than $8 a hundred 
in 1923 and slightly above $8 the follow- 


ing year is due chiefly to an increase in 


the number of hogs produced. There 
were 10,000,000 more hogs slaughtered 
each year during 1923 and 1924 than 


in 1922, which pulled the Price down 


approximately $2 a hundred. Econo- 


mists fear that the same thing will 
happen again if hog production is in- 
} creased too rnuch—to the point where 
there would be enough hogs to eat the 
extra corn that will be allotted to 
them at picking time this fall. 


It must be recognized that farmers 
have two distinct ways of increasing 
the meat to , whether it is in 
the growing of hogs, beef cattle, 
chickens or some other meat producer 
of the barnyard. Increasing the num- 
ber of animals is one way of put- 
ting more pounds of meat in the cool- 
ers and smoke houses of the country, 
and increasing the size of the animal 
is another way of adding more pounds 
to the nation’s meat supply. The 
farmer, for example, who produces 
two hogs that weigh 300 pounds each 
is doing as much to increase the meat 
supply as the man who produces three 
hogs that weigh only 200 pounds each. 

In that fact lies another danger 
ahead of the farmers who have the 
burden of the surplus grain crop to 
carry. Heavy animals, either beef 
cattle or hogs, are out of style. But 
with a big corn crop heavier animals 
may be expected. Lard prices already 
indicate that buyers are expecting 
heavier hogs. Lard is selling for little 
more thah the live weight price of 
hogs. Half the lard produced in feder- 
ally inspected slaughter houses is ex- 
ported. 

It is up to the individual farmer 
to figure out whether he can get more 
for corn by using it in the pro- 
duction of heavy hogs or by selling his 
hogs when they are of good size and 
storing the rest of his corn. If the 
leftover corn is held in cribs on the 
farm, the grower has to take a chan¢e 
oh having another bumper crop in 
1929.

plans, will feed fully as many next 
‘winter. Most of these men have 
planned their farm operations around 
cattle feeding as one of the Major 
enterprises, and they are inclined to 
vary their feeding operations little 
from year to year. This is especially 
true of the more extensive feeders who 


handle several carloads annually. The | 


man who feeds one or two loads is 
more often mnelined to think the risk 
is too gréat. 
Twenty {Farmers Visited. 

“This is not always true, however,” 
he added, “for example, interviews 
with farmers in another good feeding 
section around Charleston, IIl., show 
that even the most extensive feeders 
of that neighborhood plan to reduce 
their operations next winter. One 
man who has fed cattle continuously 


carloads last winter says that he will 
not feed a steer this coming winter. 

“For many of these men it is a 
question of feeding cattle or selling 
their grain. Hogs are not available 
for feeding this year’s crop and many 
of these men, have not had enough 
experience with sheep to warrant 
going into lamb feeding on an exten- 
sive scale. Most of them would like 


to feed cattle, but there is a general 


feeling that present prices will not be 
|maintained and there is a possibility 
that losses such as occurred following 
the war might be sustained. 

“While it is likely that the price of 
finished cattle will decline some, it is 
also true that ¢he feed cost will prob- 
ably be much less than it was last 
year and that light feeders purchased 
on the basis of— the present market 
quotationsfcan be finished and sold 
for less money than last year’s crop 
of feeders and ‘still return a profit.”

"\ FFICES, not so long ago, were 


merely stark rooms containing / 


only desks, filing cabinets, stiff 
chairs, and whatever general 


equipment was necessary. No atten- 
tion was paid: to details of decora- 
tion; color harmony was ignored com- 
pletely, and the sole point of interest, 
aside from the actually pertinent fur- 
hishings, was, perhaps, a perspective 
drawing of the main factor, a por- 
trait of the founder, or a few framed 
diplomas hanging in state upon the 
walls. 

Times have changed in this respect, 
as in so many others. In the appoint- 
ments of his office the business man 
today demands the same comfort and 
beauty that grace his home. He real- 
izes that the appearance of his place 
of business is of importance not only 
for the effect that it may have upon 
those with. whom he deals, but also 
because of its effect upon himself, his 
associates, and employés.

This one 
was @ real triumph, and the- “applause that went up at its 
end made any services of a claque entirely unnecessary. Of 
course, no American opera company ever had a claque— 
eficially; any opera manager will tell you that.

The curtain was raised and raised again, and the singers 
howed until every one lost count of the calls. Campanini 
was greeted with approving shouts, but speech making in 
English was never in his line. He merely waved his arms 
in the directions of the vocal and instrumental! participants. 
The single speech of the evening was made by Andreas 
Dippel, and he dove into the recesses of an opera hat to find 
his notes. 

It was polite, tactful, and brief, concluding: “I am not 
dione in speaking for myself, but in the name of our general 
musical director, Cleofonte Campanini, and on behalf of our 
artists and staff, in stating to you who are present and to 
those who in the future may lend their support to the Chi- :

One advantage of war even in peace time is that it 


gives something to do. It also promotes a consciousness of 
worth. This may be its most serious evil. ts highest 
word is duty. Its nighest requirement is strict attention 


to duty, every sacrifice to it. In peace time many high 
minded men give themselves to public service in military 
‘pursuits. It is not the general rule of evil to produce the 
consciousnéss of worth. A man might be a really great 
criminal without a moral idea of public service. This is 
probably one of the drawbacks in professional criminal 
life. It contains little altruistic enjoyment and the neec 
of it is revealed whenever one of its prominent ‘actors is 
machine gunned or taken for a ride. Search is undertaken 
for his body, if necessary, for his murderers, perfunctorily, 
and, with sympathy, for his unobtrusive acts of charity 
and kindness. What orphan schools did he support? What 
hospitals had he endcwed? Did he love flowers, children 
“animals? ~He did.) It ig a generous public thought 
‘that he must have had a wistful and defeated longing for 
this recognition which is given to him at his funeral. 

This desire for the consciousness of worth is universal 
and @ @reat deal of it is found in pubiic service.

EW YORK.—[Special Gorrespondence.}—Whether the 
people who buy from the men who offer plays for 
sale will buy Arthur Hopkins’ production of Sophie 
Treadwell’ 's “ Machinal,” this reporter is still too puz- 
zled to predict, even if prediction were his business, which 
it isn’t. 
But that Machinal” is cer- 
tain to be the most talked of play 
of the early season, and stand at 
the end of the year as probably 
the most perfect dramatic exhibit 


Here, in all important essen- 
tials, is the perfect American trag- 
edy perfectly projected. The story 
of a spiritualized Ruth Snyder 
trailed imaginatively through ten 
episodes from the day of her re- 
volt against a coldly mechanistic 
world to that of her soul’s release 
in an electric chair, ;

Evidently she left it stirred to resentment at the brutal 
heartlessness of the machine that, like the antennae of a 
printing press, grips the human sou! at birth and drags it 
through life :to deposit it finally imprinted and ink-smeared 
with the particular pattern that may and may not have 
been designed for it. | ae 

‘She read into the soul of the condemned woman the 
revolt of a seeker after beauty as well as happiness. She 
pictured her as representing all the other muddled, ignorant, 
restless, unhappy women in this part of the world. 

She saw her as a stenographer in a brokerage office 
that hummed all day with the drone of tickers and men and 
telephone girls. She saw her pushing her way through 
subway crowds to reach a home that was merely a change 
of cell and a mother who nagged and whined. She offered 
her thé alternative of marrying the oily, fat-headed, chortling 
sensualist who was her boss, or continuing the monotonous 
drudgery of her existence. (Which is always and forever the 
poor girl’s alternative in America. Some day the Tired 
Business Man's Protective association will do something 
about it or at least adopt resolutions.)

Mrs. Treadwell’s heroine, like so many others, takes the 
boss with his fat hands (‘‘the better to paw you with, my 
dear,” he might have, explained, but did not) and is miser- 
ly unhappy. She bears him a child that she does not 
love because it is his child. And she continues her search 
forNhappiness, -her demand for freedom.

Clever Bit of Stage Scenery. , 


The stage is hung with solid draperies falling in folds. 
In the center a single background—the rear wall of a 
room with shallow paneled wings. This wall, by changing 
the furniture, the windows, doors and lighting becomes suc- 
cessively an office, a flat, a hotel; a hospital, a love-nest, a 
drawing room. And so perfectly conceived are the changes 
you feel each of ‘them. 

For the second part of. the play there is a bare court- 
room. with the droning, machine-like procedure of a murder 
trial. And then a bare stage with a single section of prison 
bars. . | 

And for the electrocution a completely darkened stage 
with the voices of reporters indicating what is happening, 
No noise of the 
applied current is heard, thank the gods! Gradually a soft, 
yellow orange light appears, deepening and spreading until 
the stage is suffused in a glow of beauty that is quite 


{.indescribable. The soul of the unhappy heroine is in flight. 
The death cart is rumbling in! 


The curtain falls! 
The acting, fortunately, is as fine and true and simple 


as the setting. Zita Johann, a youthful emétionalist of the 
Katherine Cornell-Judith Anderson type, plays the heroine 


superbly, escaping the’monotony that is the rhythm of tHe 
play, yet permitting herself to be absorbed by it. Her chief 
assistance comes from the husband played by George Still- 
well, the lover. by Clark Gable, the mother by Jean Adair.

Historic Cooperstown. 
The importance of the village known 
as Cooperstown in Otsego county, New 
York, is not to be measured by the 
population, nor the area it 


size of its 
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covers, nor the amotnt of trade it 
carries on, but by the fact that it is 
the birthplace of one of our-early 
writers, James Fenimore Cooper, for 
whose family it is named, and also 
because it is likewise the birthplace 
of our national sport, baseball. It 
was there that the author of this 
great game, Gen. Abner Doubleday, 
set up or laid out the first baseball 
diamond and designed and engineered 
the first game. 

The diamond still“is extant and is 
to be used in an important match to 
be played there in the near future. 
Geh. Doubleday was born in 1819 and 
died in 1893. In the year 1839 the 

first game was played on this original 
field. History doesn’t describe the 
composition of the first ball, or the 
shape of the firet bat, but it is safe 
to say that both these adjuncts to the 
game have kept up with the times and 
outstripped their predecessors in tech- 
nique and efficiency. ; 

Gen. Doubleday’s portrait hangs 
the railway station, which is one of 
the features of Cooperstown. This 
station its a,/small, classic looking 
structure, more resembling a country 
club than the traditional railway sta- 
tion. It has quite a collection of por- 
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traits of famous Cooperstown's men, 
including one of James Fenimore him- 
self, whose once widely read romances 
are set in the surrounding countryside. 
A huge elk’s. head hangs over the 
fireplace and various other trophies 
of the chase and memorials of the 
past adorn this attractive place. Even 
the chairs and settees are such as a 
club might furnish, not the usual un- 
gainly equipment of such a place. 

It is to Cooperstown that our dis- 
tinguished fellow citizen, Frank J. 
Loesch, has betaken himself several 
times this summer when seeking rest 
from his arduous task of cleaning up 
our. loca] politics. His wife’s mother, 
Mrs. Charlotte P. Browning, has long 
had a charm me there overlook- 
ing lovely e Otsego. She is a 
stately and much alive citizen of some 
92 years, whose interest in life is as 
keen as it was over nine decades ago.

They apologize for coming so often, 
but we thoroughly enjoy having them 
for we are many hundreds of miles 
from civilization and though the na- 
tives come in to listen, too, they are 
not like white folks to talk to. 

“Radio reception through the win- 
ter is simply wonderful here. But 
now that the sun does not set we can 
only hear a word or twv, late at 
night. . This being the Land of the 
Midnight Sun gives us no darkness 
vat this time of year, but it reverses 
-the order in winter and, of course, 
that makes radio all the better for 
wea. Winter mornings we hear Italy, 
Germany and France while having 
our breakfast. Then from about 2:30 
Pp. m until late in the evening we 
hear stations all over the United 
States, Mexico and Cuba. After they 
are all through we tune in Japan, 
China, Auckland, New Zealand, Aus- 
tralia and Honolulu. Our time is two 
hours earlier than Pacific coast time, 
BO you see we get all of the places 
and still have a few minutes before 
midnight.

West Town Starts 
[Feeder Bus Fight

West Town Chamber of Commerce 
has sponsored a move which, if suc- 
cessful, will mean the instailation of 
a system of fceder busses for several 
northwest side sections. 

The west side civic organization is 
circulating a resolution which attacks 
the petition of the Chicago Motor 
Coach company seeking extension of 
its bus service. The resolution rec- 
ommends the filing of an intervening 
petition with the state commercé com- 
mission which would call for ,feeder 
busses for northwest side streets. 

According to J. H. Ruggles, secre- 
tary of the West Town Chamber of 
Commerce, the northwest section of 
the city is in a bad way for trans- 
portation. 

The Chicago Railways company, he 
said, is ready to extend their service 
through a feeder bus system at ~ 
present 7 cent fare rate. 

According to Mr. Ruggles the pro- 
poged intervening petition 
have the Illinois commerce commis- 
sion authorize the Chicago Railways 
company to operate feeder busseg, 
which would open feeder bus trans- 
portation on the following streets:

Washington, D ¢., Sept. 15.—(4)— 
Many people buy radios as they do 
other things—on the installment plan. 
Some 4,050 of the 5,737 radio dealers, 
reporting to the department of com- 
merce for the latest quarterly sur- 
vey of stocks, stated that varying per- 
centages of their total sales of equip- 


ment were made on the deferred pay- | 


ment plan. 

The remaining 1,687 dealers, who re- 
turned the general -questionnaire, 
either did not answer the specific ques- 
tion pertaining to deferred payment 
sales* or reported that no business 
was transacted by them on this basis 
during the year.. Approximately 3,000 
of the dealers stated deferred pay- 
m@&t sales amounted to between 50 
and 100 per cent of the total sales 
for the year.

“Through the winter when radio 
programs are good we hang a gas 
lantern on our flag pole and that is 
a signal for that white family to 


evening with us and enjoy the radio. 
They apologize for coming so often, 
but we thoroughly enjoy having thém 
for we are many hundreds of miles 
from civilization and though the na- 
tives come in to listen, too, they are 
not like white folks to talk to. 

“Radio reception through the win- 
ter is simply wonderful here.. But 
now that the sun does not set we can 
only hear a word or two, late at 
night. This being the Land of the 


at this time of year, but it reverses 
the order in winter and, of course, 
that makes radio all the better for 
us. Winter mornings we hear Italy, 
Germany and France while having 
our ‘breakfast. Then from about 2:30 
Pp. m. until late in the evening we 
hear stations all oyer the United 
States, Mexico and Cuba. After they 
are all through we tupé in Japan, 
China, Auckland, New Zealand, Aus- 
tralia and Honolulu. Our time is two 
hours earlier than Pacific coast’ time, 
80 you see we get all of the places 
and still have a few minutes before 
midnight.
